We do not know what action 
will be taken by the Grand Jury 
as touching the Court-house and 
(Unity Jail, bat as wo have 

stated a number «>f time* this 

county is luidly in need of both. 
We have already cited many 
reasons why we should have a 
new Oonrt-house, but allot them 
have not been given. During 
MM present term of the Knox 
Circuit Court the Court-house 
has proven inadequate for the 
actual needs of the county, much 
of the time the weather Has been 
cold and fires were needed to 
keep witnesses who were sum- 
moned here comfortable while 
they were waiting upon the 
< \mrt. There is noway by which 
the Jury room can he warmed 
ami as a result tin- wit nesses and 
the Jurors too were compelled to 
retire to a cold room in which 
there could be no fire to wait, the 
witnesses until they were called 
and the Juries -until they had 
reached a verdict. Now do the 
people of Knox county want to 
continue this sad state of affairs 
lunger? We think not ; we believe 
that the tax-payers would rather 
have a decent Court-house erect 
ed, one in which tlwy could be 
comfortable when business com- 
pelled them to attend the ( mint 
and at the same time have a 
larger building, one that would 
accommodate the people who 
come, both those who come on 
business and those who come to 
see and hear what is being done. 
We hope to MC the Fiscial Court 
take this matter up at once and 

■jive. the people of the county ■ 
chance to express their approval 
for such an improvement. 

As touching the County Jail 
we would say it is not sufficient 
to hold the prisoners of the t >wn 
much less the entire list of both 
the town and county, yet they 
are crowded into that little coop 
and the wonder is that some of 
them have not smothered to 
deuth. There is no boubt but 
that the health of those who are 
confined for any length of time 
would be greatly impaired These 
and many other reasons could be 
given as good cause for the peo- 
ple of Knox county to rise up as 
one man and demand of our Hon- 
orable Fiscal court that steps be 
taken and t hat right early to re- 
pair this long feft want by hav- 
ing new and modern buildings 
erected to take the place of our 
old court haute (an (dd land- 
mark of the county) and County 
Jail which- will be amply large 
and 60 arranged as to accommo- 
date the needs and necessities 
of the present, day. 

Lets have these much needed 
improvements and have them 
without delay.

Col. David Y. Lyttle. 



[Contributed.] 
David Y. I.yttle, died at his 
residence, Cedar Crag, near Man- 
chester, Ky., on March 28, HX4, 
at the advanced age of eighty- 
five. He was horn at King's Flat, 
Kussell county, Va., in the year 
1819. 

By his own industry lie w orked 
his way through Emery and Hen- 
Colleges and was in that college 
when it was first opened, and re- 
ceived the valedictory address 
from that institution. In his 
youth he was encouraged and 
materially aided by Dale Carter, 
of Virginia. He chose the pro- 
fession of law and came to Ken- 
tucky early in the forties and 
entered the legal field of East- 
ern Kentucky, where he prac- 
ticed law for fifty years and was 
known as the "Lion of the 
tribe." 

He was known never to have 
carried a weapon, touch a stimu- 
lant or take the name of God in 
vain. He was elected to the 
Senate soon after the close of tin- 
war, and while a member of that 
body defended the cause of pub- 
lic schools with such earnestness 
and eloquence that he was in-, 
vited by the State College at 
Lexington and the city of Louis- 
ville to address the teachers aud 
students of thosecities, on which 
occasion he was presented with 
a grand piano by the teachers 
and students of IiOimville. 

Eighty-five years ago his mother, 
an earnest Christian, carried him 
to church and dedicated his soul I 
to God, and though that mother I 
was early taken away he never 
forgot her Christian example; 
and he would often say, "My 
mot her dedicated my soul to God, 
Savior let me walk with thee."
